The superintendent said that the 


great convention felt that school 
methods never were in such a state 
of change as at the present time. 
The great changes brot about by me- 
chanical inventions, which have re- 
sulted in changes in business and in 
vocations, were being felt in the 
school system, he said. Many thou- 
sands of people who have devoted 
their lives to certain professions and 
trades are confronted by the neces- 
sity of adjusting themselves to new 
occupations, brot about by the many

erally. He cited the fact that ten 
thousand trained musicians in Chi- 
cago and New York alone have been 
obliged to turn to other means of 
making a living because of the in- 
vention of the sound films that have 
made theater orchestras unnecessary.

I once had the misfortune to know a pessimist. There was 


some excuse for his pessimism. He was a narrow-chested 
chap threatened with tuberculosis. 


He had given himself up for lost. 
One night somebody induced him to go to a singing school. 
A year later his chest was filled out; there was a sparkle 


in his eye; his laugh would be heard a city block away. 


1 He had learned how to breathe. 
Even when you practice deep breathing exercises you 


probably do not fill your entire lung capacity. You expand 
your chest; but the really important part of your breathing 
is done with your diaphragm—a big flat muscle that forms 
the floor of your chest. 


And the abdominal muscles are the boys you need to 


train if you are to get the most out of your diaphragm. 


Fill your lungs until you feel your stomach muscles hard 


against your belt. 


That means that your diaphragm has straightened down 


and is massaging the top of your stomach and intestines- 
helping along with the process of elimination. 


When you breathe out, do it forcibly, with the stomach 


muscles: like a horse snorting—but without the snort. 


Your stomach and intestines will be forced up against the 


diaphragm again and given another massage. 


Breathing in is important, but breathing out is much more 


important. 


Read sometime a book by a man like Thoreau, or John 


Burroughs, or Stewart Edward White—one of the great open- 
air writers. 


Then, while the impression of its rich, bounding optimism 


is still strong upon you, pick up a book written by one of the 
Russian novelists, or by one of our modern longhaired writers 
who believe that realism necessarily means murder and 
dunkenness and prostitution. 


What a difference! And what makes the difference ? 
The realist will tell you that it is because he thinks deep- 


ly, while the optimistic writer thinks superficially. 


As a matter of fact, the difference is not in the brains of 


the two men, but in their livers. 


It is not the depth of their thinking so much as the depths 


of their lungs. 


The corpuscles of the one are red and fed with oxygen; 


the corpuscles of the other are pale and fed with cigarette 
smoke and germs. 


"For what, after all, is life?" asks an old Sanskrit quota- 


tion. And answers: 


"Life is the interval between one breath and another— 


he who only half breathes only half lives."

'' Trees are the guardians of our 


water supplies," declared George H. 
Barnes, chairman of the board of 
governors of the American Green 
Cross, in an address before the Na 
ture Club of Southern California, 
Tuesday night at the public library 
lecture room.

vival of talk and controversy in 
Washington today. He wanted to 
take the tariff out of politics, and 
put it in the hands of a genuine non- 
partisan board, and to adjust sched- 
ules from day to day, and even from 
hour to hour, to fit the conditions 
of the civilized world.

MADE SACRIFICE 


Taft was entitled, if any man ever 


was, 
to the continued support of 


Roosevelt. He climbed down reluc- 
tantly from a safe position to ac- 
cept the candidacy for president, at 
Roosevelt's request, which was vir- 
tually a demand. Roosevelt ruined 
Taft's chances, and his own, but 
Taft 
was magnanimous, and 
the 


whole affair was forgiven and for- 
gotten before Hoosevelt 's death. The 
betrayal, however, must have left a 
barb in Taft's heart. Returning to 
the bench, he virtually retired from 
public life, altho holding one of the 
greatest of public offices. 


Taft always got a "good break" 


with newspapermen. They liked him. 
They might write articles for parti- 
san newspapers that took sharp issue 
with him, and with his party. But 
it never was considered good form 
to subject him to the bitterness of 
ultra partisanism, of the kind that 
bordered on the personal. Newspaper- 
men laughed with Taft. They laugh- 
ed with and at Roosevelt. Taft was 
more human than any other big pub- 
lic official we have had in genera- 
lions—perhaps more human than any 
who have ever occupied exalted posi- 
tions in the history of this country.

New Willys Six 


Tests Shown by 


Race Champion 


Earl Harnish, valley agent for the 


Willys line of automobiles, furnishes 
the following information in regard 
to thi; recent teats of the now Willys 
six car driven by Eddie Pollen: 


In the oarly days of automobile 


engines, it was a saying; that 1000 
revolutions per imnuht wr.-s about 
tha maximum obtainable. 
Modern 


automobile engines, however, have 
been so designed that they safely 
operate at three times this speed, or 
3000 revolutions per minute. 


It is tin interesting study to figure 


out the engine speed of the new- 
Willys six that was recently driven 
by Eddie Pullen from Los Angeles 
to San Diego, a distance of .132 
miles, in two hours and 57 minutes, 
averaging 44.76 miles per hour, in 
second gear. 


At times, to maintain this average, 


it was necessary to drive 450 miles 
per hour, in second gear, at which 
speed, the engine revolutions were 
4956 per minute. At the average 
speed maintained on this trip of 44 
miles per hour, the revolutions weru 
3635. 


It is interesting to figure the num- 


ber of engine revolutions in the trip 
from Loa Angeles to San Francisco, 
in which 4.31 miles were traveled in 
10 hours and 44 minutes, in second 
gear. On this trip the engine turned 
over 2,140,490 revolutions. 


On these two test runs of this 


Willys six, the standard rear axle 
ratio of 4.09 wa^ used and the second 
gear ratio, as compared to the direct 
drive, was 1.8, making the engine 
revolutions 7.305 to one revolution 
of the rear axle. 


After these two punishing trips, 


this new Willys six was driven to 
Los Angeles without any further ad- 
justments or repair.". 


When this c;ir was traveling at 60 


miles per hour, in second gear, the, 
engine revolutions were equivalent to 
a speed of over 80 miles per hour, 
had the car been driven in high 
gear. 


These two tests showed the ability 


of the Willys six to withstand high 
ngine speed for long distam-es. with- 
out any ill effect.

Into Argentine 


To blaze a trail for automobiles 


from the United States line south 
toward Panama, in the proposed in- i 
ternational road from Alaska to 
Chile and Argentine Bepublic, a mo- 
tor caravan of five especially equip- 
ped cars will leave the Automobile 
Club of Southern California head- 
quarters in Los Angeles at an. early 
date for a tour of indefinite length. 


The proposed trip will extend thru 


Mexico and tne Central American re- 
publics, a distance of more than 4000 
miles, and much of the way it will 
be real motor pioneering, since in a 
great deal of the country to be tra- 
versed there is no well defined sys- 
tem of highways such as prevails in 
the United States, but merely wag- 
on trails following the line of least 
resistance, and impassable during 
the. rains. 


Mexico will be entered at Nogales, 


the first big- objective point being 
Mexico City by way of the west 
coast states. A fair road will be 
found to Guaymas, the northenriost 
Pacific port of Mexico, and from 
there down thru Navojoa, Culiacan, 
Mazatlan, Aeaponeta, Topic to Guad- 
alajara the going will be of the pio- 
neering type. It is hoped to push 
thru before the summer rains render 
travel too difficult. 


The trail to be blazed is in effect 


a continuation of the present Pacific 
highway extending along the coast 
from Mexico to British Columbia, a 
distance of 1560 miles, and consti- 
tuting the longest stretch, of paved 
roads in the world.
